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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the 
previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/10/2008 has been entered. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art of record, namely, Bourdeau'Hui et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 5,995,719) and/or Holt (U.S. Patent No. 5,495,561) do not disclose, teach or 
suggest, sorting means for sorting the plurality of pages into front surface pages 
to be arranged on the front surface of the sheet and back surface pages to be 
arranged on the back surface of the sheet based on the output form of the 
plurality of pages output from the application; setting means for, in a case where 
the sheet is cut into the plurality of areas, determining the front surface pages 
and back surface pages to be arranged on the front surfaces and the back 
surfaces of the plurality of areas as cut, and setting arranged positions of the 
determined pages for the front surfaces of the plurality of areas as cut and the 
determined pages for the back surfaces of the plurality of areas as cut; and 
wherein the front surface pages are arranged on the front surface of the sheet 
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Art Unit: 2625 

and the back surface pages are arranged on the back surface of the sheet, in 
consecutive order, respectively, as recited in independent claim 1 . 

Independent claims 11,21 and 31 recite the same or similar claim 
limitations or features as recited in independent claim 1 above, therefore, 
independent claims 11,21 and 31 are found to be allowable over the closest 
prior art of record mentioned above, for the same or similar reasons as stated 
and mentioned above in independent claim 1.
